New vehicle takes police to scenes

The explosion at EQ Resource 
Recovery in Romulus last August 
was virtually unprecedented for 
the city. 

Extinguishing the blaze - and 
executing a plan that involved 
multiple law enforcement and 
emergency entities - was difficult 
with the scope of the incident and 
the number of people who had to 


be evacuated from the immediate 
area, according to public safety 
officials. 

It might have been easier for 
Romulus personnel if they had a 
mobile command center to serve 
as a hub of activity for city officials 
and emergency workers, but the 
fire department had to borrow one 
from the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department for the duration of the 
three-day-long effort 

Romulus emergency personnel 


won’t have cross their fingers and 
hope a command center is avail¬ 
able from another agency any 
more, though - they took delivery 
of a 32-foot mobile command vehi¬ 
cle last week. A $285,000 grant 
from the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security helped pay for 
it, said Deputy Fire Chief and 
Emergency Manager Philip 
Wagner

Two teenagers are in custody 
for calling in a bomb threat at 
Romulus High School last week 

Tiffany Arnez Jones, a 19- 
year-old student at Inkster High 
School, and a 14-year-old from 
Romulus Middle School were 
charged at the 34th District 
Court with making a bomb 
threat, which is a four-year 
felony. 

School officials said the bomb 
threat was called in during the 
early morning hours of April 7 
on the school attendance voice- 
mail. It was not discovered until 
later in the afternoon, and police 
were immediately dispatched to 
the school, said Det. Lt. John 
Leacher 

“We were able to find the per¬ 
sons we believe are responsible 
for the calls when a student at 
(Romulus Middle School) said 
another student told them they 
were going make the threat,” he 
said. “That led to the arrests in 
this case.” 

Romulus detectives were able 
to interview the students shortly 
after they learned of the calls. 
Both confessed, according to 
school officials. Police - and 
school administrators and cen¬ 
tral office workers - conducted 
sweeps of the high school and 
nearby Wick Elementary while 
students were outside, and did 
not locate an explosive device of 
any kind, Leacher said. 

The threats are the latest in a 
series that have resulted in evac¬ 
uations at three area high 
schools in the past month. 
Inkster High School - where

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Group donates 
funds to library

Re-making Romulus to fit into the overall 
“Airport Cify” concept has taken longer than 
most expected. 

That’s why the Wayne County Commission 
is forming a committee to investigate why the 
Pinnacle Project - a proposed 1,200-acre 
mixed-use development involving three gov¬ 
ernmental entities - is taking so long to 
become a reality. 

Wayne County Commissioner Ed Boike 
(District 15 - Taylor) said that the project mov¬ 
ing ahead is of utmost importance to the over¬ 


all health of the county because the creation of 
thousands of new jobs is on the line. 

“We want to see this move forward, and 
we’re looking for facts,” he said. “This is some¬ 
thing that will help residents going forward. It 
seems like the perfect place to develop - it’s 
close to the airport, it has freeway access - it’s 
perplexing as to why it’s taking so long to get 
off the ground.” 

Currently, the county is grappling with the 
highest level of unemployment in the state, 
which is in part driving the inquiry, Boike said. 

The late Wayne County Executive Edward 
McNamara first introduced Pinnacle project 
in 1998. The concept of developing a city with¬ 


in a city to surround the airport into an enter¬ 
tainment and business Mecca has worked well 
in other parts of the county. The county - not to 
mention the City of Romulus and Huron 
Township - are hoping the project materializes 
and generates big revenues. 

But anything that involves three municipali¬ 
ties and the amount of work proposed at the 
Pinnacle site is bound to be ripe for delays, 
Boike said. 

“I have a feeling that all of the parties might 
not be on the same page,” he said. “But that’s 
one of the things we’re hoping to find out as

The Van Buren Civic FUnd has donated

Mary Jo Suchy, assistant director of the 
library, said the computers provide valu¬ 
able access to residents, which helps to 
meet the ever-increasing demand for the 
popular computer service. The library 
Internet stations are widely used for many 
purposes including email access, job 
searches, consumer affairs, government 
information and homework assistance, all 
free to the public. 

“This was very important because even 
with these new computers we still have a 
waiting list so the demand is there,” she 
said. 

In addition, the children’s computers 
provide filtered Internet access, as well as 
educational software to younger patrons. 

“It fits with our goals when we came up 
with our long-range strategic plan last sum¬ 


mer for the library,” said Suchy “This was 
part of it: to meet the technology needs of 
the users. We’re very grateful for this dona- 
tioa” 

The Fred C. Fischer Library Internet 
use statistics have seen double digit 
increases for the past five years. Now with 
the recent contribution, the library comput¬ 
er service has been increased by 50 per¬ 
cent, Suchy said. 

The Van Buren Civic FUnd was created 
in 2004 by township officials and Visteon 
Corp. The not-for-profit organization gener¬ 
ates money to support projects and ser¬ 
vices in Van Buren Township with the goal 
of enhancing the quality of life for residents 
through educational, cultural, social and 
economic improvements in the community 

“This library donation meets our mis¬ 
sion,” said Cindy King, a director on the 
civic fund board. “We try to fund a variety 
of things.”

Diane Rmderburg is focusing 
her campaign for one of two 
open school board seats on 
improving both parental involve¬ 
ment and academic standards in 
the 4,300-student district 

FUnderburg, 40, is a familiar 
face around Wick Elementary 
School, where she is a parental 
volunteer coordinator. She has 
two children, 7 and 9 years old, 
who attend the school, and said 
staff members and other parent 
volunteers have encouraged her 
to seek the office 

“As a parent coordinator, we 
facilitate a number of different 
activities at the school and at 
home,” she said. “We prepare 
paperwork, help students - it’s a 
great way to learn about the 


schools and what teachers and 
students face. It provides a good 
link. But as a school board mem¬ 
ber, I know I could have a broad¬ 
er impact on all students.” 

Because of her volunteerism, 
FUnderburg said she could draw 
a direct line from the decisions 
made in Lansing to the class¬ 
room, where the effect can be 
negative. 

“The school board needs to be 
more pro-active in Lansing, 
because the funding cuts are hav¬ 
ing a bigger effect than most peo¬ 
ple realize,” she said. “We have 
had about 366 students at Wick 
last year and 355 this year - about 
the same number But we lost two 
teachers - we now have one first- 
grade class and it has 33 kids in 
it 

There was an entire shuffle 
the school had to do with its 


teachers,” FUnderburg said. “I’m 
not our representatives under¬ 
stand what’s going on at a local 
level.” 

Another thing that needs 
attention is technology integra¬ 
tion, FUnderbuig said. 

“The school board has posi¬ 
tioned the district as state-of-the- 
art, and we have some great com¬ 
puters at the schools,” she said. 
‘The equipment itself is not out¬ 
dated. but we need to find ways 
to update the software. The com¬ 
puters are used over and over 
again, and some repairs are 
often needed. But the biggest 
thing is they keep up with the 
changes in software so the chil¬ 
dren are learning on the latest 
software.” 

The schools also need to do 
better preparing students for col¬ 
lege. academically and financial¬ 


ly, FUnderburg said. 

“Getting kids into college 
would be something that I’d put 
into better focus,” she said. “One 
of the things we have that really 
gets kids scholarships is our ath¬ 
letic program, but we need to 
find other ways of improving aca¬ 
demic achievement so students 
(that are not involved in athletics) 
can get college scholarships as 
well.” 

A full-time homemaker when 
she’s not working at Wick, 
FUnderburg graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in communica¬ 
tions and advertising from 
Oakland University in Rochester 
Hills. She worked as a graphic 
designer for several years before 
taking a position as the commu¬ 
nity relations director for the St 
Vincent and Sarah Fisher Center 
in Flarmington Hills.

Jones is a student - received a 
threat two weeks ago that forced 
administrators to evacuate 
school and close for the remain¬ 
der of the day. 

Nonetheless, Superintendent 
Joel Carr said that the district 
must take threats seriously. 

“We want the citizens of 
Romulus to know that we will 
take strong measurers against 
anyone who vandalizes or makes 


malicious phone calls or e-mails 
that threaten school facilities 
and individuals,” he said. 

The school board is also offer¬ 
ing a $100 reward to anyone that 
can provide information that 
leads to a conviction in this case, 
school officials said. 

The name of the 14-year-old 
girl charged in connection with 
the threats is being withheld by 
police because of her age. Her 
case will be adjudicated at the 
Wayne County Juvenile Court in 
Detroit If convicted, she could 
be placed in a juvenile facility 
until she is 19 years old.

our investigation continues.” 

Tim Keyes, the economic 
development director for 
Romulus, said he believes all of 
the parties have cooperated with 
each other and the county. He also 
said the process of making 
Pinnacle a reality is more com¬ 
plex than anyone initially imag¬ 
ined. 

“There’s a lot that goes into 
this,” he said. ‘There was a long 
acquisition process involved with 
the project. We’ve worked well 
with the county and with every¬ 
one else involved. I don’t think 
that the fact that the commission 


is looking into this is adversarial; 
that’s not something we’ve 
noticed. But we welcome the com¬ 
mission’s inquiry.” 

Dr. Mulugetta Birru, county 
director of jobs and economic 
development, called the commis¬ 
sion’s concerns “legitimate,” but 
said the project delay boils down 
to three things: money, time, and 
infrastructure. 

“I briefed them about a month 
and a half ago about this,”Jie said. 
“I can certainly understand why 
they are concerned. But when I 
came here, we had absolutely no 
resources to make this work The 
county spent $38 million for acqui¬ 
sition and demolition of proper¬ 
ties, and we’ve had to identify 
other funding sources. 

“It’s important to note that new 


roads, new plans are being put 
into place,” he said. 

Birru added that some funding 
has surfaced from federal and 
state resources. “We were able to 
obtain about $400,000 from inter¬ 
nal resources, and grant funding 
has covered some expenses, like 
creating a master plan for roads,” 
he said. 

The county expects to break 
ground on the first 150 acres this 
year For Romulus, the expansion 
of the project could be a boon - if 
it happens. 

“We’re really hoping to see 
some progress,” he said. “We’re 
hoping to see a shovel in the 
ground soon.” 

Birru said he’s confident he 
will be able to show that the pro¬ 
ject is indeed moving forward.

“We looked at purchasing a 
mobile command post before,” 
he said. “We had something simi¬ 
lar at one time, but it was a con¬ 
verted van or something like that 
- it was not even close to what we 
have now.” 

The 32-foot converted recre¬ 
ation vehicle is equipped with 
everything a department would 
need in an emergency: a high 
powered laptop computer is on 
board so workers can access 
records and information, closets 
are filled with fire extinguishers, 
evidence bags, protective cloth¬ 
ing, and other items needed at 
scenes that take a long time to 
process. 

The vehicle serves a number 
of purposes beyond being a phys¬ 
ical point of contact for emer¬ 
gency personnel, Wagner said. 

“The important thing about 
these vehicles is that all of the 
calls that would come in to the 
911 center related to whatever 
incident were trying to deal with 
would come here,” he said. “It’s 
a straight point of contact - you 
don’t want your 911 center get¬ 
ting overwhelmed because of 
one incident, and it saves a lot of 
time if the calls just come to us at 
the scene.” 


Romulus Police Det Lt John 
Leacher said the command cen¬ 
ters will give officers - some of 
whom spend hours at a crime 
scene - a little breather, too. 

“It’s a good way to rest offi¬ 
cers when you need to,” he said. 
“Sometimes, they’re out there 
for long periods of time in 
inclement weather. This is good 
for a police investigation, a fire - 
whatever it is that needs our 
attention” 

One of the aspects of 
Romulus that sets it apart from 
neighboring communities is that 
it is home to the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, and sever¬ 
al heavy industrial facilities that 
store chemicals. Though the EQ 
incident was the first major acci¬ 
dent since a Northwest Aircraft 
crashed at the airport in 1987. 

“I think we’re unique in that 


we have 14 facilities that are 
classified heavy industrial in the 
city, and most of our neighbors 
don’t have one,” Wagner said. “I 
don’t think we could afford to 
wait (to buy a command vehicle) 
much longer” 

Administrators specifically 
asked for the grant dollars for 
the vehicle last year, and 
Homeland Security officials 
agreed to finance the ftill cost of 
the purchase in pail because of 
the industrial facilities and the 
airport, Wagner said. 

The command center will 
also be rolled out for public 
events like the Pumpkin 
Festival, where there may be the 
need to provide services to large 
numbers of people. 

“I think we’ll be using it about 
three or four times a month,” 
said Wagner 
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Don’t fire the Senate, 
just cut back hours 


In an age when reducing the size of government is an increasingly 
popular topic, a group has formed to rid the State of Michigan of the 
Michigan Senate. 

Calling itself‘Fire the Senate,’ the group is circulating petitions to 
place a proposal for a unicameral government, effectively eliminating 
the senate and making the House of Representatives the lone legisla¬ 
tive branch of state government 

It sounds like a good idea, and we are in favor of keeping the size— 
and cost—of government as small as possible, but we don’t think this 
is a practical idea 

This is not however, because we think that the Senate is currently 
overworked or that every hour on the clock is spent in pursuit of the 
overall well-being of the State of Michigan. We just don’t think it’s a 
good idea to arbitrarily eradicate a whole branch of the government— 
or at least half of it 

There’s only one state in the union with a unicameral government 
and that’s Nebraska. Even given its current economic woes, the State 
of Michigan isn’t in the same category as that Midwestern state. 
There’s enough going on here that both a Senate and a House of 
Representatives are necessary—particularly when you consider the 
desire for legislators to be proactive rather than reactive. 

It might make more sense to investigate a part-time legislature, 
rather than a full-time or unicameral one, too. While politicians might 
vigorously protest the concept that they are not very busy year round, 
is there any other line of work that requires so little office time, on 
average? 

So while the overall proposition doesn’t make much sense, it might 
still be a good idea to sign the petition, should it come circulating in 
your neighborhood. It might send a strong message to both sides of the 
capital—that we, the people are tired of bipartisan bickering, legisla¬ 
tion written and voted on merely to provide something for legislators 
to do, and the endless political speak on the most mind-numbing of 
topics. Send them a message to get to work or get out of office.

Vote for parks will help city 

For the second time in less than a year, officials in the City of Inkster 
will ask residents for a tax increase. 

This time, they’re asking for a dedicated millage to fund the parks 
and recreation and senior services departments, rather than an overall 
increase to bolster the general fund. 

The proposed levy of 2.0 mills would be in effect for 10 years, begin¬ 
ning this year and with a sunset in the year 2016. 

It sounds like a good deal to us. Residents should vote yes on May 2. 

There’s a lot to like about this proposed new millage. It would not 
only help keep service levels at current levels and ensure the long-term 
viability of many popular events and programs, but it would help 
enhance those services to residents. 

It would provide a dedicated funding stream for these quality of life 
issues, too, and that’s important during an age when municipalities 
across the street are forced to be as conservative as possible with their

this crowd. It reminded me of my old hometown of 
Eugene, OR, where the population tripled whenever 
the Grateful Dead came to Autzen Stadium on tour, 
only it didn’t smell as bad. 

City parks and recreation staffers stood various 
intervals in the field, bellowing instructions with 
bullhorns—it was the only way they could be heard 
above the din.

Optimists should take another look 



If anyone out there doesn’t believe things are get- 
ting worse when it comes to the economy in 
Michigan and in the United States, I’d suggest they . 
take another look 

Much has been made of the need to roll back the 
state Single Business Tax (SBT), which has been 
called a job-killer here in the Wolverine State. The 
tax - which is levied on businesses - brought in 
about $2.2 billion (that’s with a B) in 2002 to support 
all of the services we hold dear. 

Members of both parties want to do away with 
the tax earlier rather than later, and the question of 
repealing the tax, will likely be on the November 
ballot this year. It will probably be approved 
because there are many in Michigan desperately 
seeking solutions to the jobs glut 

Of course, no one - from Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
to her likely opponent Amway scion Dick DeVos - 
has proposed a clear plan as to how the state is 
going to make up for the billions in losses, but let’s 
set that aside for the moment 

TWo recent polls of business people in the state 
commissioned by another Detroit media outlet 
showed that despite the hype of scratching the SBT, 
most businesses don’t see the tax as something that 
is putting a dent in their businesses, like the rising 
cost of healthcare coverage. 

Lansing pollster Ed Sarpolous of EPIC/MRA 
found that 71 percent of businesses surveyed said 
they would like to see the tax repealed, but they also 
said repealing it might not help them much. 

This raises some complex questions. If repealing 


the tax isn’t going to help the 
businesses, will they be able to 
hire anyone to create jobs? If it 
does save the businesses money, 
but they’re getting employees to do more for less, 
will they add to their staffs or pocket the money? 

Also, how is the state going to make up the 
money? The poll indicates many businesses and res¬ 
idents would support expanding sales tax to include 
services or taxing corporate profits. 

But the bottom line is this: Any changes that 
would occur as a result of repealing this tax could 
mean that the person holding this newspaper , 
would, in one way or another, foot the bill. And if 
rolling back the SBT doesn’t bring the kind of results 
people are expecting, it won’t be easy to fix. 

To listen to people out in the community and to 
local and state officials, getting rid of the SBT will 
bring jobs galore back to the state. There’s no doubt 
we’d all like to see that happen, but right now it’s too 
difficult to tell if this measure will bring prosperity 
to the people or just to the businesses - and the two j 
aren’t always mutually exclusive, as too many resi- i 
dents are already painfully aware. 

We need to start asking some tough questions, 
folks, before Election Day, not after. 

Speaking of tough questions: Last week, I had the 
honor and privilege to speak at the Inkster High 
School Career Day event I joined many area profes-

surged forward even before it 
cleared the small hillock and 
made the short journey over the 
field.

general funds. Often, when bud¬ 
get cuts are necessary, it’s to the 
less essential services city leaders 
look—things that don’t impact the 
basic tasks of protecting the pub¬ 
lic. 

Let’s break it down a little. The 
ballot proposal gives the city the 
authority to levy up to 2.0 mills. It 
doesn’t say that they automatically 
will. If they do require the full 
levy, it would cost an average 
homeowner about $53 in taxes 
every year. Seniors may not have 
to pay it Eligible homeowners 
may be able to get reimbursed 
through State Property Tax 
Credits, too. 

That $53 would help resort full 
program operations and staffing 
for senior and youth programs. 


ensuring that the Booker T. 
Dozier Recreation Center would 
be open seven days a week. It 
would allow the city to re-open 
the swimming pool and associat¬ 
ed programs, pay for special 
evens like the popular fishing 
derby, Inkster Summerfest, 
Christmas tree lighting and more. 
It would provide for the continua¬ 
tion of the Meals on Wheels pro¬ 
gram—which only took place this 
year when the Junior Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (JROTC) 
students volunteered to take it or 

It would pay for extended med¬ 
ical transportation for seniors, 
teen peer study sessions, and 
additional senior programs, too. 

In short, it’s a pretty long list 
for a relatively small amount of 
money. 

The request to approve the 
millage comes with a couple of 
caveats, though. Inkster officials 
said that they want to host a vision 


session to get feedback from resi¬ 
dents about what they’d like to 
see from the parks and recreation 
and senior services departments. 
We think that’s a good idea, 
because it allows the community 
a chance to take ownership in a 
positive way. 

They’ve also indicated that, if 
this millage is approved, it will 
help other city departments, too 
because it would free up money 
from the general fund. Residents 
should hold them to that, as welL 

The services supported by the 
proposed dedicated millage are 
vital to the quality of life in the 
community. Residents who don’t 
want to see those services 
decrease but rather, would have 
them improved, 
should vote yes 
on the parks 
and recreation 
operation mill- 
age.

Local company operates ‘solely’ on solar produced energy

“Unfortunately, in Michigan, 
we don’t have 100 percent sun,” 
said Donna Napolitano, “but that 
doesn’t mean you can’t use solar” 

Napolitano stood near photo¬ 
voltaic panels outside her small 
office on Canton Center Road. 
The day before, a rainy morning 
with low, lingering clouds proved 
her point The office, Mechanical 
Energy Systems, ran just fine, 
thanks partially to stored solar 
energy. 

Inside, the cells made their 
magic: the lights were on, thanks 
to new “Solatubes,” and the com¬ 
puters were booted up. 

In the control room, 
Napolitano pointed to her hot 
water heater 

“In this tank, right now, I have 
130-degree water,” she said. 
“That’s just from the sun. There’s 
no gas or electricity hooked to 
this tank at all." 

Her last energy bill was $29, 
but with her new equipment, 
Napolitano’s goal is to get her 
energy dependence down to 
zero. 

“People get to this point 
where (energy) is costing them 
way more than they ever budget¬ 
ed for their home expense,” she 
said. 


It’s a state-wide problem, too. 
Napolitano said the numbers 
speak for themselves: Michigan 
imports 75 percent of its natural 
gas, 96 percent of petroleum and 
petroleum products, and 100 per¬ 
cent of its coal and uranium. 

She said it’s a big drain on the 
state economy, although home- 
owners could get some relief if 
they used the sun: solar energy 
can generate 75 percent of house¬ 
hold water heating, she said, and 
30 percent of home heating 

“Sometimes, you just have to 
fend for yourself,” she said. “If I 
can make it myself. I’d rather do 
it myself. I’m not going to depend 
on the government to do it” 

Fortunately, though, the gov¬ 
ernment is helping the solar 
industry out Federal tax credits 
were recently enacted Jaa 1—for 
the first time since the 
Napolitanos started Mechanical 
Energy Systems in the 80s. 

Back then, several businesses 
got into selling solar power sys¬ 
tems. 

“They were selling the tax 
credits,” said Napolitano. “They 
weren’t really selling the energy.” 

The Napolitanos were able to 
get their own equipment when 
the credits were discontinued 
and everyone started getting out 
of the industry 

Today, the family—daughter, 


Maria VonBuskirk, works for the 
company, too—has updated the 
technology at their Canton 
Center location, where they have 
been for the last 17 years, right 
across the street from the Canton 
High School soccer fields. They 
recently installed a new wind tur¬ 
bine on the roof, to help on those 
cloudy and windy days. 

Mechanical Energy Systems is 
completely outfitted with the 
equipment the Napolitanos sell 
to their clients. Napolitano said 
people can' often start Small, 
though, just saving money on 


something like a heater for a 
swimming pool. 

‘That’s a huge business,” she 
said. “It costs a fortune to heat a 
pool, but we can do the whole 
thing with solar panels.” 

They are hosting an Earth Day 
open house this Saturday, to let 
people see the equipment for 
themselves. They’ll be encourag¬ 
ing the tax credits and the idea of 
net-metering—recently approved 
state policy that allows home- 
owners and businesses that gen¬ 
erate their own power to get 
retail credits for the energy they 


produce and don’t use. 

The ultimate point, she said, 
was to be less wasteful, help pro¬ 
tect the environment—and of 
course, save some money. 

“If you have light, you have 
energy,” she added. “You just 
have to figure out how to capture 
it” 

The open house takes place 
from 10 am. to 3 p.m. on April 22. 
Mechanical Energy Systems is 
located at 8130 Canton Center 
Road in Canton Township. For 
more information go to 
http:/Avww.by-solarcom.

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Scary Movie 4 

is a silly, guilty pleasure 


Watching Scary Movie 4 is like flipping through the 
pages of MAD Magazine—it’s entertaining but not some¬ 
thing most adults would admit to enjoying 

As much as it pains me to publicly acknowledge it, 
however, Scary Movie 4 was a good film—quick, witty, and 
to the point 

A blatant spoof on all aspects of popular culture—from 
Shaquille O’Neal and Tom Cruise to Dr. Phil and Oprah— 
the film ruthlessly searches out the ‘weak’ spot in the 
armor that protects them from the public. The chink in 
their image is then exploited in dark and often obnoxious 
fashion—such as Dr. Phil falling for reverse psychology— 
that somehow manages to remain funny. 

More than anything else, though, the film ridicules the 
films that have come before it Anything and everything 
that has crossed the silver screen during the past few 
years is fair game, including movies like The Village, War 
of the Worlds, The Grudge, and—big surprise here— 
Brokeback Mountain. 

The film has a plot—theoretically. The heroine, Cindy 
(Anna FSaris), is a home healthcare professional who has 
just moved into a spooky old home to care for a catatonic 
woman. Cindy—who is, in horror film tradition, also pret¬ 
ty, blonde, and vacant—soon realizes that they’re not 
alone in the house. It is also home to the ghost of a young 
boy. 

Next door lives the divorced father of two. Tom (Craig 
Bierko) is an ‘Average Joe’ sort of guy who won’t be win¬ 
ning any Father of the Year awards. The moment he sees 
Cindy, he is drawn to her

The film also includes several superb actors in cameo 
roles. Among those to pop up out of nowhere are Charlie 
Sheen, Carmen Electra, Molly Shannon, Bill Pullman, 
and John Reardon, but Leslie Nielsen as the bumbling, 


dim-witted President of the United States was my person¬ 
al favorite. The film was directed by David Zucker 
(Ruthless People, Airplane!). 

Scary Movie 4 is rated PG-13 because of the prevalence 
of crude and sexual humor and because of some comedic 
violence. Little, if any, realistic gore or violent circum¬ 
stances ever appear 

Tradition states that brevity is the soul of wit and this 
film is both. Although it is witty, the film lasts for little 
more than an hour—only about 80 minutes including pre¬ 
views.
